the Latest Navy Controversy and the Good It

rAR broke out in the \Onited 


States tiavy only a few days 
w 
y y 
aftur the great fleet of six- 
teen battleships sailed for the 


Pacific. 
Happily the war is being 


fought in the bureaus at Washiujjtou 
and with words instead o$ swords. 
The outcome may be nothing more 
than a lot of talking, and it may be a 
complete reorganization of the u.ivy. 


The war opened wheu Rear Admiral 


Willard H. Browusou fired at Presi- 
dent Roosevelt his resignation as chief 
of the bureau of navigation, a highly 
important naval post 
The president 


fired buck au acceptance, immediately 
appointing Commander Cameron Me- 
Rae Wlnslow. to succeed Brownsou 
temporarily and later giving the per- 
manent post to7 Captain John E. rills- 
bury. 
With Brownson's resignation 


the fighting began along the whole 
line, chiefly from masked batteries, 
because officers of the navy cauuot 
stand in the open and. fight in na af-; 
fair of this kind without making them- 
selves liable "to court martial. 


And right here may be fou-nd a basic 


reason for the weakness cf the Amer,- 
ican navy, if it is weak, as charged in 
the indictment. 


Admiral Erownson.resigned because 


Surgeon General Presley SI. Rixey of 
the navy, with the president's approv- 
al,, insisted upon the appointment of-a 
doctor to command a ship in the serv- 
ice. 
To be sure, it is- not a fighting 


ehip. It is a hospital ship, useful after 
a fight and frequently quite haudy alt- 
er a frolic. Dr. Stokes, the naval sur- 
geon who is to command the hospital 
ship Relief, Is educated in medicine 
and-surgery, but what he does not 
tnow about navigating a ship is ob- 
vious. Admiral Brownson, who is back- 
ed up-by the rest of the officers whose 
education is • technically naval, holds' 


totally unfit to cope witn tne natrie- 
ships of other nations. Mr. Rcutcrdahl 
also severely arraigns the bureau sys- 
tem, which he holds responsible for 
these alleged mistakes iu construction, 
and earnestly recommend's an advisory 
board. Says Mr. Reuterdahl: 


"What is needed is quite clear. The 


secretary of the navy, beluga civilian, 
generally with a short term of office, 
must have expert advisers. 
There 


must be a board behind him whose 
opinion be is legally authorized by con- 
gress to accept. This board, in the first 
place, must know exactly th'e views of 
the actual seagoing service. In the sec- 
ond place, it must have no band itself 
in carrying out the details "of its own 
advice. 
It must delegate this to oth- 


ers. 
Every country in the world but 


ours has a body of this kind at the 
'head of its navy, and it is this which 
President Roosevelt iu 1903 recom 
mended that congress 
provide for 


ours." 
Criticisms of Guns and Armor. 
As to construction, Mr. Reuterdahl 


declares that.the guns in .our ships are 
placed too low to do effective shooting, 
particularly in rough seas, The pro- 
tective armor, he says, is chiefly below 
the water line, whereas it should ex- 
tend up to cover exposed parts. This 
critic lays stress upon the fact that the 
gun turrets are placed directly above 
the powder magazines, with an open- 
ing'from turret co magazine, so that in 
the heat of action there is great dan- 
ger of the ship blowing itself up by 
sparks dropping into the magazine. 
He cites several instances of disasters 
from this very cause during gun prac- 
tice. '

Back of this is the old fight of the line 
versus the staff. Line officers are will-

cians, but they, dislike to take orders 
. from doctors. They have been educat- 
ed, to believe that a ship's captain 
should be able to navigate a ship. 


Fine Fuss Stirred Up. 


The incident of Admiral Brownson's 


resignation has stirred up a fine fuss iu 
the administration department of the 
navy. Outsiders are t:ikiug a hand in 
the discussion, and congress probably 
will devote more or less time to a con- 
sideration of the navy's needs. 


The country at large has discovered 


that the nary is nin by a bunch of bu- 
reaus with headquarters at Washing- 
ton, with frequent clandestine quar- 
rels between the bureaus. Now a de- 
mand arises that bureaucracy lie elimi- 
nated for (he gwd of the navy. 


The most surprising feature of tlie 


present controversy is one that has no 
direct connection with Use protest of 
Admiral Brownson. It is an article in 
the current issue of a )efl«ling maga- 
tlne by Henry ncntcrdalil. associate 
of Jlie UnJ1e«l States nnval institute. 
who undertakes to tell w»5*t <iur n.ivy

sell new notions to foreign nations. 
Then, some years afterward, our naval 
bureaus adopt these innovations after 
having seen them in successful nse in 
foreign warships. This puts American 
n%bting ships five years behind the 
times. 
Mr. Reuterdaul declares that 


this is so because the bureau system 
"as at present constituted insists on 
doing all its work itself except in some 
isolated instances. Every little specifi- 
cation must be worked out by a bu- 
reau. The taker of a contract in the 
navy department cannot use his brains 
at all. Ue must sinipiy follow out these 
specifications mechanically." 


Coming right on the heeis of our glo- 


rious fleet's departure, these astound- 
ing crilicisms were calculated to stir 
up a hornets" nest, and they have done 
so. If our battleships, which cost «s 
a matter of ?f<».OOO.OOO apiece, are only 
ixsiutifn! baubles of junk propelled by 
steam, of course all of MS want to 
know it an;! to know jbe rensoa why. 
If these deficiencies, granting for ar- 
gument's sake that they esjst, are due 
to'the naval const rector's jealousy of 
the rank outsider, the penile want lo 
know that too. They want to know 
just why it is that American inven- 
tions must be imported fro:n abroad 
•after taking." 


Public Protests Barred. 
I 


It is quite well understood that ia 


the nav.nl bureaus, ns clscv.-lierc in the 
servJcc. there .ire officers who private-1 


ly deplore the methods pursued In 
building and e.fju5r>pjn« vessels of war.; 
But lliese men hnvc padlocks on their i 
months wb^n .inyl'ojly is in hearing.;

of tnetr own ground." Tee oureau sys- 
tem has been the growth of years. It 
is.a machine, an automaton, working 
along the lines of least resistance, and 
the belts which control Its wheels arc 
made of red tape. 


Article 252 of the navy regulations 


is the padlock. Under Obis regulation 
aiiy ofJBcer of the navy or any em- 
ployee of the navy department Is for- 
bidden to make public any opinion or 
expression concerning auy policy or 
person in the navy or in the depart- 
ment. Under the working of this reg- 
ulation let us suppose that a certain 
officer, knows Absolutely that the con- 
struction of a ship is faulty,'that'the 
pattern is archaic, that the craft will 
be as perilous to its own crew as to 
an enemy. He must keep his opinions 
ou the subject padlocked. 
He must 


make no public protest. 
That is the 


situation in the American navy and 
navy department today. 


How does it bappeu 1 Red tape. 
During the early days of the civil 


war Secretary Gideon Welles of the 
navy department the benevolent look- 
ing old gentleman with the chin whisk- 
ers whose likeness we observe in the 
history books, promulgated the order. 
It was a wise order for wartime. In- 
asmuch as many merchant mariners 
were becoming naval officers' in the 
emergency, and some of them were In- 
clined to talk too much. 
The war 


closed, the reason for regulation No. 
252 passed away, but the regulation re- 
mained. -It remains still. 
Under its 


influence as a ,curber of protest-it,is 
conceivable that an iuaaue man iu 
authority might build a battleship out 
of cheese, with funnels of butter, 
and send the craft on a cruise to equa- 
torial heat. 


England's Opposite Course. •' 


Protest is now raised against article 


252 of the navy regulations. 
It is 


stated by those informed on the sub- 
ject that Great Britain makes a spe- 
cial effort to have her naval officers 
express 'opinions on points of .-vital 
interest to the navy. That is the op- 
posite course to ours. 


In recent years a considers hie quan- 


tity of official red tape has been reeled 
up and thrown overboard at Washing- 
ton. The general intention seems to be 
to make each governmental depart- 
ment as businesslike as possible, hold- 
ing fast to that which is good, but tak- 
ing that which is not good by the nape 
of the neck and chucking it into outer 
darkness. Of course it is quite possible 
to go too fast and too far in this, but 
with the general public discussion 
which follows OF-accompanies every 
reform to serve as a balance wheel 
the chances are that no irretrievable 
mistakes will be made. Now that the 
-president and influential members of 
congress on both sides of the partisan 
fence have expressed their determina- 
tion to reorganize the navy it is to be 
hoped that the padlock will be taken 
off the mouths-of those on the Inside. 


But even if it be true, as charged, 


that our. battleships are .more impos- 
ing than formidable—and the charge 
remains to be proved—the American 
manhood aboard them stacks up quite 
favorably with the human element in 
any other navy, and Mr. Reuterdahrs 
plain language is not likely to invite 
an attack from a foreign power.

J. F. Crowed Thinks American Specu- 


lation Will Lead to Anarchy. 


Revolution In America which will 


make the French revolution look like a 
tempest In a teapot, the confiscation of 
great wealth and estates wrongfully ac- 
quired and general chaos as a result 
of abnormaF and unsound speculation 
were recently predicted at Chicago by 
Dr. J. F. Crowell. once associate editor 
of the Wall Street JoumaJ and chair- 
man of the social and economic section 
of the American Association For the 
Advanceaie-.it of Science, says a Chi- 
cago dispatch to' the New York Sun. 


After considering the fleld of legiti- 


mate speculation, which, he said, did 
not include the domain of manufac- 
tures, agriculture, transportation and 
banking. Mr. Crowell said: 


"The encroachment of the specula- 


tive spirit upon these industrial and 
commercial fields spells danger. The 
leaders 
of great enterprises today 


probahly do not adequately appreciate 
the smoldering fury of the discontent 
which their own management of. busi- 
ness has steadily engendered in the 
hearts of a thinking populace. 


"There are dangers in this direction 


which the hoggishness of corporate 
greed has done more than anything 
else to bring to a crisis in American so- 
ciety. 


"The statement attributed to R. T. 


Crane to the effect that conditions In 
the United States parallel those before 
thn French revolution is true, with this 
difference—that the French revolution 
was a tempest in a teapot compared 
with what might happen here in 
America."

8.—The usual 


resolution referring the President's 
animal message to the several commit- 
ti.es furnished the occasion in 
the 


House yesterday for a number of ad- 
dresses. These covered a variety of 
subjects, but those that attracted es- 
pecial attention were by Representa- 
tive Shepherd, of Texas, and Repre- 
sentative JSVillett of New York. The 
fo-mer made a plea for the restora- 
tion of the words "In God We Trust" 
OE American coins. 


Mr. Willett placed all the blame for 


thr recent financial panic on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, whom he denounced 
Ik severe terms. He charged the Pres- 
ident with not being a sensible man, 
ana with having turned on the gas 
and not the light, and with going up 
and down the' country condemning 
and striking with the big stick the 
heads of great industrial institutions. 


The President has gone forth day 


after day at the American people and 
the people of the world and declared 
to them that the men who hold the 
reigns of our great industrial institu- 
tions are dishonest and are not wor- 
thy of our confidence and trust. 


''We want cheer." he said. "We do 


not want our chief executive going up 
and down the country condemning 
and striking with the big stick every- 
thing that sticks its head up." 


"What was wanted was a man to 


perform his duties with dignity and 
pcv er. and with the influence of all 
S3 re men behind him. 


"It has been said our President is 


sincere,"' he continued. "He may toe 
io. but we want good sense in the 
"President along with his sincerity." 


He declared that President Roose- 


\c-:t was not a sensible man. and con- 
cluded: "It is because of what I charge 
him with, with all the powers of 
my mind and body, and because of his 
lack of sense and Iqck of due apprcci- 
a'ion of the true condition of our na- 
t:on. that we have this panic todny."
